It was a v ery ex pensiv e horse, b e- j 
longing to Alb ert Smiley , a Fay ette 
cou nty farmer, who resides near Fal- j 
mou th, that reared u p and fell dead j 
one day last fall, when John Iv necht, 
a Washington township farmer, drov e 
b y in his au tomob ile. Smiley alleged 
that fright at the au to cau sed the 
horse's 
death 
and 
immediately 
b rou ght su it for damages in the Ru sh 
circu it cou rt. 
After three 
trials it 
has b een decided that the horse died 
a natu ral death and that the au to 
was not the cau se. 
That decision was retu rned in the 
Henry circu it cou rt y esterday after­ 
noon at three o’clock and now Mr. j 
Smiley mu st pay cou rt costs amou nt- j 
ing to approx imately three hu ndred! 
dollars. After the attorney s fees are 
added to that the loss of the horse 
which Mr. Smiley v alu ed at two hu n­ 
dred dollars, he will b e ou t ab ou t six 
hu ndred dollars. 
In other words he 
lost fou r hu ndred dollars b y going to 
cou rt. 
He asked for two hu ndred 
dollar damages in the complaint. 
The su it was first filed in the Ru sh 
circu it cou rt last fall shortly after 
the accident.

Diegel, 
also u nder indictm ent, had b een su m ­ 
moned to the grand ju ry and offered 
im m u nity if he wou ld tell w hat he 
knew, b u t he had answ ered tha t he 
knew nothing, Andrew s declared. 
The sen ate’s 
so-called 
w hitew ash 
com m ittee organized b y choosing Sen­ 
ator Tood of this city as chairm an and 
Senator F oster of H illsb oro as secre­ 
tary. 
The la tte r had b een one of the 
participants in the b itte r deb ate du r­ 
ing which detectives, reporters and 
those b ehind the b rib ery prob e were 
scored w ithou t stint. 
At the height 
of an im passioned speech, F oster cried 
ou t: 
“To hell w ith pu b lic opinion if 
you feel you have done right.”

portant Rebel Leader. 


El Paso, Tex ., May 11.—His twr 
principal commanders killed or wou nd­ 
ed, deserted by his captains and afraid 
his men wou ld go over to the insnr 
rectos if given a chance to mingle with 
them, Gen. Ju an J. Navarro yesterday 
afternoon 
su rrendered 
the 
city 
cf 
Ju arez to the rebel army of Franciscc 
I. Madero. 
W ith 480 of his men. he 
is held by the rebels. 
Navarro re­ 
mained with his men to the last, and 
after many of his officers had qu it and 
the command had been shot to pieces 
the old general retreated into the bar­ 
racks on the sou thwestern edge of 
the city, where the rebel advance was 
fou ght off as long as possible. 
The rebels took the city at 
10 
o’clock, bu t it was afternoon when Na­ 
varro su rrendered w ith his command 
and this 
was only done after five 
shells from a heavy cannon had stru ck 
the adobe bu ilding in which they had 
taken refu ge. 
Colonel M. Tamborel was killed in 
his own hou se du ring the Tu esday 
fight. 
He was the commandant of the' 
federal garrison and second in com­ 
mand of the city. 
Colonel Manu el 
Pu eblita was wou nded. Then the cap 
tains and minor officers began to de­ 
sert. 
The soldiers followed this ex 
ample and N avarro was forced to re 
tire with his men in a body to keep 
them all from leaving him. 
From 
place to place the federáis moved, re­ 
tiring slowly as the rebel fire drove 
them back, making their last stand in 
the barracks as the insu rrectos ran u p 
their flags on the different bu ildings 
and their comrades began to pou r in 
from all sides of the town 


Clos ed the Saloons . 


General Navarro is to be ex changed 
for Edu ardo Hay, one of the insu rrecto 
board of strategy, now a prisoner in 
the state prison at Chihu ahu a. 
Madero was asked if he wou ld ex e 
cu te Navarro. 
“Certainly not,” he said. 
‘Not a 
man will be shot. 
V’e will ex change 
them for ou r! own men held prisoners 
by the federáis.” 
Asked what he thou ght of the fight. 
Madero said: 
“All 
I 
can 
say is 
*Bu eno!’ ” 
“Shall I say that it is to be Mex ico 
City for you ?” 
“Oh, we’ll see,” said Madero. 
As soon as the insu rrectos took the 
town, the officers made every possible 
effort to close the saloons and prevent 
the men drinking. 
A great deal of 
liqu or was destroyed and gu ards were 
placed ever all saloons. 
So far there 
is almost perfect order and a minimu m 
of dru nkenness. Ju arez is designed to 
be the first prohibition town in Mex ­ 
ico. Abram Gonzales, provisional gov­ 
ernor of Chihu ahu a, 
declares 
that 
Ju arez saloons will be closed contin- 
ou sly u ntil the insu rrectos leave the 
city. 
Every other precau tion is bein 
taken to prevent disorder. 
The killed and wou nded are fou nd 
in all sorts of ou t-of-the-way plaees in 
Ju arez. 
Blood spots appear every­ 
w here in the streets and on the side­ 
walks, 
and 
dead, 
dying 
and 
men 
wou nded seriou sly and slightly are 
fou nd at every tu rn. 
It i s ' believed 
from carefu l estim ates of Americans 
who have gone throu gh the town 
v e r y 
thorou ghly, that the total dead will be 
fifty or seventy-five and the total 
wou nded will not be over 300. 


Captured Another Port. 
Tu cson, Ariz., May 11.—Bent u pon 
driving the federal forces from the 
Altar district, a band of 150 rebels 
have captu red Sasabe, a Mex ican port 
of entry on the border, seventy miles 
northw est of Nogales, where the pro­ 
posed Portola irrigation ditch crosses 
into Mex ico.

It assu res the Madero forces an 
open port of entry on the border as a 
base of operations into which they 
can ship from the United States war 
su pplies 
withou t 
interference 
fronl 
this cou ntry. 
The United States u nder the neu ­ 
trality laws lias no right to interfere 
with bona fide shipments of arm s or 
ammu nition into Mex ico. 
It is only 
when an attem pt is made to smu ggle 
war su pplies across the border or 
w hen }they are carried by an “ex pedi­ 
tion” that the United States govern­ 
ment can seize them. 
Recently the 
ju dge advocate general of the army 
decided that three armed men consti­ 
tu ted an “ex pedition.” 
While the United States has made 
no attem pt to interru pt legitimate 
shipments of arm s into Mex ico, the 
rebels have been obliged to resort to 
filibu stering ex peditions for their mu ­ 
nitions, becau se u p to this time the 
cu stom hou ses on the Mex ican side 
have all been held by the Mex ican fed­ 
eral government. 
Consignments of 
arms and ammu nition to the rebels, 
when cleared by the American cu stom 
hou ses, were promptly seized on the 
other side by the Diaz officers and 
confiscated. 
This lack of a port of entry has 
been one of the most seriou s handi­ 
caps tb** the insu rrectos have had. It 
ex plains why they centered their ef­ 
forts first on Agu a Prieta and later op 
Ju arez. 
W ith the latter port of entry 
in their possession, however, the sit­ 
u ation has cleared for them. The Ma­ 
dero army now Tor the first time has 
an open door to American m anu fac­ 
tu res.
